Right in line with the increased opportunities being offered to 
women comes the deliberation of the conservative University of 
Pennsylvania as to the feasibility of admitting students. Owing to 
the requests of the student body the trustees have postponed any 
definite action for three months. It is significant of the times that 
an eastern university should consider such a radical departure from 
established policies. 

"The old order changeth, yielding place to new." Progress will 
go on steadily, abreast with life. Certain elements in Pennsylvania 
may object for a time, but it is almost a safe prediction that in the 
near future they will acknowledge the wisdom of granting the 
women equal opportunities with the men.

OF MUNICIPAL COUNCILS. 

(Concluded.)

Our modern Municipal Councils and 
the Folksmoot can only be compared 
with each other as having been orig- 
inated and maintained by the will of 
the people for the purpose of adopt- 
ing regulations to bo observed by the 
people of the district, and of super- 
vising tho observance. The Folksmoot, 
having been found useful, was expand- 
ed into representative legislative bod- 
ies foxxuH in all self-governing Eng- 
lish-speaking countries. Will the Mun- 
icipal Councils expand their jurisdic- 
tion! That will depend 1 upon the 
spirit, the sense of duty, the intelli- 
gence and the effort of those who com- 
pose them and how useful to the peo- 
ple tho Councils may become. 

Why do not more of our best citi- 
zens seek the place of Mayor, or 
Reevo, or Councillor! Why! Because 
of lack of interest and conscience in' 
public duty and because it will re- 
quire some self-denial and sacrifice. 
There are Borne — their name is legion 
— living in and owning largo proper- 
ties in municipalities, so contemptful 
of the inestimable privileges of their 
popular municipal government, so nb- 
sorbed with tho muck-rake that they 
have not voted for a representative to 
the Council once in ten yeara. 

Such havo the spirit of the slacker 
and the slave, and merit subject - to 
tho Ilun despot, and would have it but 
for tho free spirit, the courage, " the 
self-denial of our chivnlrous soldier? 
overseas and equally chivalrous citi- 
zens at borne. The highest expression 
on earth of God was the self-sacrific- 
ing God. The old Olympic deities fad- 
ed as stars fade bofore the noonday 
sun, as mankind looked toward the 
Cross, and tho highest expression of 
humanity and the most Godlike lies in 
service and sacrifice for others. Would 
that wo at home might emulate in that 
regard our valiant men in Franco 
whose nobility bas brought to Canada 
nnd to its name, glory and honour and 
life. Those brave brothers and sons 
havo gono and are going overseas to 
fight for us freedom's battles against 
its most bitter foes. Let those of us 
whom tho country does not call to go, 
struggle on nt homo in the same groat 
cause. Canada has foes within as well 
as without. Wo can fight with bal- 
lots and bank bills, we can fight for 
a clearer vision of our individual duty 
to tho people, for keener participa- 
tion in nil that relates to government 
of Town and City and Municipality. 
We may not die as our valorous men 
die, fighting to protect in purity nnd 
strongth, homo and schools and na- 
tive land, but all of us can live for 
them. There is amplo scope for tell- 
ing and useful work in our Municipal 
Councils, and more will be given thorn 
it' the duties committed to their juris- 
diction nro well done. — From an ad- 
dress delivered before the Union of 
Manitoba Municipalities, Canadian 
Municipal Journal.

DOWN WITH EXCESS PROFIT. 

In order to prevent retail dealers 
taking advantage of the scarcity of 
bran and Bhorts to exact excessive 
profits over the prices fixed by tho 
Food Controller, the latter has or- 
dered,- that the retail price of bran and 
shorts, where casn is paid, must not 
exceed by more than ten cents per 
bag the cost f.o.b. track at the deal- 
er's station. In cases whoro purchas- 
ers take delivery direct from the car 
the profit has been limited to a 
maximum of five cents per bag. An 
extra charge may bo made whoro 
credit is given, and the bran and 
shorts delivcrod from tho dealer's 
store, but this amount must bo only 
a reasonable chargo representing the 
consideration of such services. When 
the miller sells at the mill in less than 
carload lots, he is not permitted to odd 
more than five cents por bag of 100 
pounds to the price at which he is per 
mitted to sell under tho Food Con 
trollor's Order of December 17, 1917.

When he purchaser brings bags to 
the mill to bo filled, tho miller must 
not add more than $2.00 per ton to 
the price at which he is permitted to 
sell under the Order of December 17 
In effect, the miller must not charge 
more than the fixed Fort William bulk 
prices, plus or minus freight to or 
from Fort William, and in addition $!! 
per ton as retail charges. For ex- 
ample, suppose that at a point in 
Eastern Canada the freight from Fort 
William is $4.20 per ton. In this case 
the selling, prico for bran per ton when 
the purchaser supplies tho bags would 
be $24.50 plus $4.20 plus $2.00, a . to- 
tal of $30.70. The Order applies to 
all millers and dealers in Canada. 

While this action has been taken in 
order to render available to the far- 
mer all supplies of bran and shorts at 
tho lowest possible cost, the amount 
obtainable is very limited, and far- 
mers must depend mainly upon other 
feeding stuffs. Prices for livestock 
are such that, despite tho high cost 01 
coarse grains, it is profitable to foed 
them to food animals. 

The statement from the Food Con- 
troller's Office says that, if the price 
of bran and shorts had not been fixed 
ed, these products would havo risen 
in price to an amount representing 
their feeding value compared witn 
other grains and feeds. But the fix- 
ing of the price has only ensured that 
in so far as these feeds are available 
they are comparatively cheap; the 
supply has not been increased theroby. 

Tho prosent total daily production 
of bran and shorts by all the mills in 
Canada is only 84 cars, and the sup- 
plies of wheat will not enable even 
this rato of production to be main- 
tained for the balance of the crop 
yoar. The total bran and shorts pro- 
duced in Canada if dividod among all 
the' farm livestock in Canada, would 
only give one meal in three weeks. A 
flour mill of 100 barrels capacity daily 
manufactures less than two tons of 
brans and shorts per day, which means 
that a single carload will only be pro- 
duced every two weeks. 

Tho Food Controller has taken meas- 
ures to reserve for the farmers of tho 
Dominion all bye-products of grain 
elevators that are available for stock 
feed, and also feed-whoat, bran and 
shorts and all such mill foods. Ap- 
plications for licenses to oxport 6,640 
tons of bran, shorts and mill feods 
have boen refused. Indoed, tho sav- 
ing has boon very much greater be- 
causo tho mills wore definitely in- 
formed that licenses would not be is- 
sued for tho exportation of such pro- 
ducts. Foed wheat has all been re- 
tained in Canada, and moro than 2,- 
850 tons of screenings have also been 
made, which will keep tho exportation 
of oatB, barley and othor- feeds to a 
minimum, except for shipments ovor- 



AMERICAN STUDENT8 TO FINI8H 
STUDIES. 



The following statement is authoriz- 
ed by the 'Chief of Engineers, United 
States Army: 

In accordance with tho desire of tho 
Secretary of War, as expressed In his 
letter to Dr. . Hollis Godfrey, of the 
Advisory Commission of the Council 
of National Defense, under date of 
November 23, 1»17, that "the success- 
ful outcome of the war is so dependent 
upon the applications of science that 
the Unite* States can ill afford at 
this time to risk any diminution of 
technically trained men" and that 
"those in charge of scientific Institu- 
tions will impress upon the young men 
the importunée and desirability of 
their continuing their studies except to 
tho extent that they are necessarily 
Interrupted by a mandatory call un- 
der the provisions of the selective 
service law." the Provost Marshal 
General and the Chief of Engineers 
have provided the following system ap- 
plicable to students of approved tech- 
nical schools: 

Permits Finishing School. 

It is proposed to enable talented 
boys to complete their technical schol- 
astic courses and receive their degrees. 
To "effect this, • those students who 
may bo considered as rating In the 
upper third of their classes will be 
permitted to remain on the Inactive list 
of the Army until the completion of 
their courses at college. Regulations 
giving In detail the method of accom- 
plishing this are about to be issued by 
the War Department, and will provwe 
essentially that the student who de- 
sires to take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity and enable him to continue the 
course should make a personal appli- 
cation in the prescribed form to the 
Chief of Engineers, accompanying his 
application with a certificate as to 
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seas. 

The Food Controller haB boen in 
constant communication with tho au- 
thorities at Washington with a view 
t> expediting shipments of corn into 
this country for feeding purposes. Ar- 
rangements have been mndo for its 
ontry as soon as meaiiB of transpor- 
tation havo been provided. . The Am- 
orîcan corn crop is the greatest in 
the history of - that country, but the 
car shortage, combined with the fact 
that much of tho corn is wet, and 
cannot bo shelled until ! it has had a 
long period of soosoning, has kept 
supplies from the market. At least 
until it is available fanners are ad- 
vised to use domestic coarso grains 
for livestock, and also to make uso of 
whatever quantities of cottonseed 
meal, oil cake and gluten meal and 
mraod feeds aro obtainable.

When we look over tho student life 
at Old McGUl in a calm and philo- 
sophical moo>'., and begin pondering 
over what changes could bo made in 
it in order to make the result of our 
days in our Alma Mater more effica- 
cious in after life, we immediately 
think of the great benefit that could 
be accrued from a closer relation be- 
tween the various Faculties. What 
we are primarily at McGill for is evi- 
dently in order to get an education, 
i.e., we must get that great ability to 
communicate and demonstrate to oth- 
ers the better things of life, whether 
it be in health, wealth or classical at- 
tainments and understanding. 

With the present system we can 
hardly expect an improvement in sub- 
jecting ourselves to the ordeal of ab- 
sorbing abstruse and concentrated 
knowledge, but on tho other hand 
there is an enormous realm in the so- 
cial side that is as yet but superficial- 
ly explored. At German Universities 
wo have the rather indelicate and de- 
liriously informal beer festivals, where 
a very great intimacy is developed; in 
British institutions we have the more 
sober mass meeting, and in American 
colleges the highly specialized enter- 
tainments of athletics, dances and so 
forth which have produced the char- 
acteristic American college man — self- 
reliant and an expert in team work 
and organization, while at McGill we 
have a very difficult time in gather- 
ing a few souls around a hand organ 
to skate in the Canadian winter night. 

There is evidently a great need for 
a movement whereby all faculties will 
be interested and meet together in an 
entirely unconventional way at a place 
of common interost. This problem in 
former years was partially solved by 
the feeling of competition against 
Varsity and the good old days of thea- 
tre parties. What m.p'tered it if a lit- 
tle furniture were broken or not, if 
future leaders of this great Dominion 
might cement ties of friendship by be- 
ing in common guilt or common glory 
as the case might be? 

There is admittedly a lack of en- 
thusiasm in our University; would not 
a general debate in some comfortable 
quarters, such lis tho Union, and the 
haze of many burning cignrottcs and 
tho click of merry glasses on an ab- 
sorbing topic be sure to raise enthu- 
siasm! 

The writer prophesies that every 
man in Medicine and Science with any 
red blood in his veins would rise to the 
occasion and find his voice and ora- 
torical abilities suddenly developed in 
the hent of argument, and gain the 
confidence to argue that should bo 
held by every college graduate. 

The ' ' Lit. ' ; does not solve' the prob- 
lem, it is too tame and formal, only a 
few ever speuk at it. 

What we want is a free for ull ora- 
torical fight under comforting influ- 
ences, instead of four men who do 
not need the training to speak to a 
dozen or more men who only criticizo 
and do nothing. 

Many will object for war reasons; 
that is illogicnl, for if ever a time 
existed when the spirit of relaxation 
and combativeness wore needed it is 
right now, whon every norve is strain- 



ed to tho utmost, and which must be 
relaxed in some way or other. The 
greater the strain the greater the in- 
tensity of reaction. Should the boys 
who return from the front find Mc- 
Gill a dead one, and only a place lor 
effeminates f No; for if they should, 
it is certain that McGill would be no 
inducement to them, and our old Alma 
Mater wonld lose the flower of Cana- 
dian manhood forever. 

Conclusion: We all realize that all 
we have said may be true, but will 
not, wo know, be accepted by the cold 
and fixed Anglo-Saxon, but for good- 
ness' sake do not 'put a stick in every 
wheel that tends to move in the di- 
rection which we have indicated. Let 
us foster and cherish every move that 
tends to make things more informal 
and more natural, so that we may know 
our fellow students and not be fright- 
ened into self-consciousness that will 
be a detriment to ourselves and to Old 
McGill 's reputation in days to come. 
Every faculty may have its faults, but 
its advantages are not to be subdued 
on account of them.

INCREA8E OF SEED PRODUCTION, 



The government of British Columbia 
and the Provincial University are co- 
operating in a programme to Increase 
Kreatly the production of seed In that 
Province. The work is being taken up 
energetically by the Provincial au- 
thorities, and by Dr. Westbrook, who 
Is President of the University, and 
also Chairman of the British Columbia 
Branch of the National Committee on 
Food Resources. 

Already nine acres at the Univer- 
sity are growing choice seed and as a 
result of work already done. Commis 
sloner Clark, of the Dominion Com- 
mittee on Conservation, has recom 
mended to the Federal Department of 
Agriculture that all the work of seed 
producing be: centred In British Col 
umbla. The land In the vicinity of 
Victoria has long been recognized as 
one of the most suitable seed-produc- 
ing sections in the world.

FUTURE OF THE BETUBNED 
SOLDIER. 

Borne time ago we spent many au 
evening in France in our little mess, 
liscussing the problem of what the 
men would do and would want to do 
v/hen they returned, and how they 
would be absorbed into the life of the 
community. From what we had seen, 
we came to the conclusion that many 
of the men who had been working in 
clerical positions in cities, now that 
they had hau a taste of life in the 
open, and had become rugged, would 
go to the farm in preference to the 
city. That was the conclusion arriv- 
ed at then. We have now had to re- 
verse that conclusion. 

We find that the men, even those 
who had come from the land, will not 
go back to the farm when they come 
home, because, for one reason, they 
have becomo more or less gregarious; 
they have lived together, and men 
who have lived a lonely life before, 
have now had friendship for years. 
They have made strong friendships, 
arid have come to a different point of 
view on almost everything. 

The returned soldier to-day is a 
man who cares very little for wealth 
or for position; he will look you right 
in the eye and tell you exactly what 
he thinks. I hnve had that experi- 
ence; I have had men applying \for po- 
sitions who had been private soldicra, 
and, although 1 was in uniform, they 
would come in and talk to me in a 
way they would not have dared to do 
if they were in uniform. They have 
seen things and they realize a good 
deal of what is real in life. 

When we talk of tho returned sol- 
dier, we must consider, first of all, 
his mental point of view. The return- 
ed* soldiers, particularly those whet 
have been in the field more than, two 
years, have been and will be to a largo 
extent, spoiled for ordinary work. 
Many things they considered worth 
while before will no longer attract 
(hem. They consider, for instance, 
that the question of making money is 
not the greatest thing. . The Bvstcm 
.,,.!(>,• whinh H«v wnnn.lod man live?, 
end il encouragé tu de nothing, 
.m- ho.spiuu, ru.my trains him to bo a 
loafer. He is deliberately trained to 
do nothing. 1 ^ho first thing to do with 
thé average man when he conies back, 
in to get him gradually broken in to I 
the idea of working and becoming a 
citizen of the community. I know 
myself — I am back sick, and I can 
speak from personal experience — that 
it has taken me practically to the pres- 
ent time to get the point of view of 
tho civilian that things here are 
worth while. The man at the front 
has passed through groat experiences, 
and, when he comes back, the ordin- 
ary things of life seem dull and un- 
profitable. In Borne way he has to be 
got out of that attitude, which is 
largely mental. 

Economic conditions after the war 
will play a largo part in the absorp- 
tion of the returnod soldiers. Whe- 
ther competition br great or not, I 
do not think these men will go on the 
land unless some means can be pro- 
vided whereby they can live together 
and have a community life. I do not 
think they will consider for ono mo- 
ment going back on thoHO largo farms 
on the prairies. — From an address by 
Col. G. C. Nasmith, delivered before

Tho recipes for Com and Potato 
Loaf and Boiled Haddock, mention- 
ed above, are as follows: — 

Boiled Haddock- 
Wash and scale thoroughly, wipe 
the inside, and fasten the tail in the 
mouth with a skewer. Put 2 oz. salt 
into Vi gal. water, and when it is 
dissolved, put in tho fish. Bring the 
water to a boil, remove the scum, then 
simmor gently (about % hour), until 
the flesh leaves the bones easily. 
Take it up as soon as it is sufficient- 
ly cooked, or it will bo hard and 
tasteless. Garnish with parsley, .and 
servo with melted butter. 

Corn-and-Potato Loaf — 

. 2 cupfuls of canned corn 

1 quart of potatoes 

2 tablespoons drippings 
2 teaspoonsful salt 
Dash of pepper 

1 teaspoou grated onion. 

To the hot mashed potatoes add the 
corn, the drippings and the season- 
ing. Beat the egg until light, keep- 
ing one teaspoonful to brush over the 
top of the loaf. Mix together very 
lightly. Grease well a baking dish, 
put in the mixture, smooth the top, 
and brush with egg. Place in a mod- 
erate oven and bake for thirty min- 
utes or until nice and brown. Serve 
with crçam sauce.

WHEAT -GROWING IN QUEBEC. 



Prof. James Murray, of Macdonald 
College, says: 

"To meet the needs of her popula- 
tion ' Quebec requlrés over 11,000,000 
bushels of wheat per year. In normal 
times she grows less than "two million, 
bushels and imports the balance from 
the other parts of Canada— mainly the 
Pralrlo Provinces. Last year, through 
a notable Increase in acreage, she har- 
vested nearly two million bushels 
more than usual, and thus released for 
export to Europe a like quantity of 
western-grown wheat. There is im- 
mediate need for a still greater ex- 
pansion In the wheat acreage. It can 
be done without seriously interfering 
with any farmer's calculations — 
those who have been growing no 
wheat may well grow from two to five 
acres, and those who already produce 
five acres might grow seven or eight. 
Concerted action on the part of .Que- 
bec's 15,000 farmers is all that Is re- 
quired."
